Thus much Mr, 
Parton’s book certainly does, and to 
say this of it isto give no small praise, 
Any book that stimulates ® man to think, 
and forees him to defend and justity the 
grounds of his opinions and actions, is a 
book that does such men good, even though 
the views which it advocates may turn out to 
be false. We believe Mr. Parton’s opinions 
are untenable. His book is extremely pleu- 
sible, and perhaps would bring most readers 
over to his way of thinking, butit is the 
one-sided work of an advocate, not the 
calm and impartial study of a man of 
acience. Mr. Parton is nothing if not sensa- 
tional, and instead of following the truth 
though it lead him to Hades, he expends 
all his strength in trying to make the “ten- 
strike” of a fresh sensation. This is all 
very well for him and the enterprising pub- 
lisher for whom he has produced an article 
that will sell, but the truth-seeking reader 
will not be so well satisfied with his work.

Cotton’s Kangship. 

A new and strong impulse has been 
given to the business of the South by the 
large crops of cotton, sugar, corn, &c., of 
the last season, and the high prices which 
these productions command in the markets 
of the country. The tavorable change is 
deeply and extensively felt by all the in-. 
dustrial interests of the South. Multitudes 
in the East and West, it is said, are ex- 
pressing a strong desire to emigrate to the 
South and engage in the raising of cotton 
and will do so as soon as they shall have 
full assurance that affairsin the South are 
in a permanently settled condition. 

We all know that during the late war 
called the War of the Rebellion, Great 
. Britain, cut off from her supplies of cotton 
from the Southern States, made vigorous 
and persevering efforts upon a large scale 
to raise cotton in the East Indies, hoping 
that an article might be obtained, which, 
by a modification of machinery and other 
means, would subserve all the purposes of 
the cotton of the South. The British papers 
boasted much of the success of this great 
and expensive enterprise, and the British 
people generally and the people of this 
country, North and South, were under the 
impression that the boasted success was an 
actual success. There was a deep and 
widespread conviction upon both conti- 
nents that, even if the South, restored to 
peace, should raise as much and as excel- 
lent cotton as she ever raised, she would 
find no sale for it in Europe. But the 
grand East India experiment has failed 
It has fallen, abandoned, to the ground. 
The British manufacturers confess at last, 
though with grief and mortification, that 
no portion of all the earth can furnish 
such cotton for their use as the Southern 
States of our Union. Southern cotton, 
therefore, is destined to resume its old su- 
premacy. Its kinghood will be re-estab- 
lished. 

The war very nearly ruined the South. 
Mal-government seemed to~complete the 
ruin. We feared that the ruin was for 
all time. But our Southern friends, even 
under all the disadvantages and oppres- 
sions that weigh heavily upon their shoul- 
ders, are already emerging from the tide of 
ruin, dashing the waves aside “with lusty 
arms and hearts of controversy.” They 
are hopeful. They behold above them 
some clouds, but much of the blue heaven 
and its stars. They prosper except where 
the negroes are loosed against them like 
war-dogs, and the shocking negro outrages 
cannot lastlong, no matter how necessary 
the Radicals may think them to the attain- 
ment of their ends. Radicalism in the 
South has no other fate than to subside,’ 
to collapse, to shrink up, to be decomposed | 
into the foul vapors and gases out of 
which it was made. Multitudes of the 
better portion of the .population of the 
East and West will go to the South; go not 
to rule and oppress and despoil, but to en- 
gage honestly and in good faith in the cul- 
tivation of the richest land that spreads out 
its flowers and its verdure beneath the eye 
of the sun. 

The war was a dreadful evil to the South, 
but it is a beneficent provision of God that 
most evils have their compensations. 
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_A Duty of the Legislature. 

Very near the close of the last session of 
the Kentucky Legislature, Judge Phister, 
of the lower house, introduced into that 
body a bill, providing that every sale of 
property under execution or the decree of 
a court, shall be advertised beforehand in 
@ newspeper of the county where the sale 
is to be made, provided a mewspaper is 

in the county. In the prepar- 
| ation of the bill Judge P. had the assist- 
ance of the Hon. Richard H. Stanton, who, 
having been an old editor and learned the 
value of advertising, understood the sub- 


perfectly. 

The bill introduced into the House by 
Judge P. was not only an unexceptionable 
but an admirable one. It passed that 
‘body, but, on account of the press of other 
business and the want of time, it was not 
taken up in the Senate. After its passage 
through the lower house a motion to re- 
consider the vote was made but not de- 
cided. The vote on reconsideration, we are 
informed, is set down for to-day. Wecan- 
not do the able and enlightened Legisla- 
ture the injustice and the wrong to doubt 
that the bill will promptly become a law. 

‘Most certainly it should become a law. 
We are unable to see how any intelligent 
man can examine its provisionsin detail 
without coming to this conclusion. The 
present mode of giving publicity to sher- 
iff's sales, or rather of withholding pub- 
licity from them, operates ag a grievous 
hardship upon citizens whose possessions 
. are struck off under the hammer. A small 
piece of paper, stating the time and place 
of sale, is stuck on or near the county 
court-house,and two similar pieces of paper 
are stuck up somewhere in the county. 
The chances are that not one in a hun- 
dred of those who, if notified, would glad- 
ly attend a public sale, ever sees the notice 
or hears of it The consequence is, that 
very few bidders attend the sale, and the 
property is sacrificed, whereas, if the sale 
were duly advertised in a county newspa- 
per, it would come directly to the knowl- 
edge of the people generally, and there 
would be a fair and salutary competition 
in b From the fact that the 
knowledge of public sales, by reason of the 
very absurd and almost utterly useless plan 
of notification, is generally confined toa 
very few, perhaps not more than one, or 
two, or three, tens of thousands of pieces 
of county property, that might have been 
sold to advantage, 60 as to contribute to 
the relief of the owners, have gone for a 
mere song, and this is still happening all 
the time. Justice and the public good lift 
their voices against such an abuse. 

There are laws in nearly or quite all the 
States North of us similar in their pro- 
visions to the bill pending in the ted 
Legislature, except that they generally go 
further, and considerably further, in the 
matter of advertising in the newspapers. 
In Missouri, at least three times as much 
newspaper advertising is required by law 
as Judge Phister’s bill calls for. In this 
thing, Kentucky is behind her sister States. 
Let her Legislature by all means pass the bill 
before it, Such a bill is well worth trying,at 
any rate. If it shall work well, and the 
public interests shall seem to require its 
extension, we can extend it. If it shall 
work ill, we can repeal it. But it will not 
work ill. The policy has not worked ill 
anywhere, and it never will.

The King interfered often arbitrarily, 
made sometimes palpably unjust decisions, 
which his strong sense of justice did not al- 
ways impel him to recall, when he saw their 
injustice, but his intention was good, and, on 
the whole, bis course was. attended with the 
most benefi results.
